In the conrae of his speech at Toronto 
on the occaaion of the jecent Conaerva 
tive I convention, Sir Chnrlea Tupper 
said? 

The same gentleman (Mr. Lnnrier) 
who could not bo induced to give the 
parliiitnunt of Canada the eliglitoat in- 
formation as to tlio policy which he pro- 
posed to pursue, was good enough to un 
boaoQj himaelf to the reporter o£ a paper 
in a foreign coufcitry in a way which 
finds no parallel in the recorda of public 
men, or stateEmen of the Bmnlleat cali 
hre. (Cheers.) Wlien my friend, Mr. 
'^aggart, in the Plouae of Commons, 
after reading the report of the interview 
with Mr, Laurier, as reportctl in the 
Ctiicago Itccord, asked the leader of tlie 
governiiietit, "Is that true or not?" to 
the astonishment of everybody he made 
reply that it was substantially correct 
That interview displayed the most start- 
ling (giioiance of public allairs in Can 
ada that a public man in this conn 
try was ever convicted of. (Hear, 
hear.) Take the great fishery ques- 
tion. Here was a man who dt^clarcil 
that at an early date he proposed to 
send a t oiiimission to Wasliington to ne- 
gotiate for a reciprocity treaty, and be- 
fore anything is done, he commits him- 
self to the un(|ualitictl declaration that 
he is prepared to give to the United 
St.ttca free fishing in the waters of Can- 
ada, in return for taking the duties off 
our fish. (Hoar, hear.) There was not 
the least qualiQcation made, and when 
asked iu the House what he meant by 
such a wild arrangement, so utterly 
opposed to the interests of the people of 
Canada that not a follower of his own 
wlio knew anything of the subject 
would ever consent to it, Mr. Laurier 
replied, " Why, you ast :)nieh me very 
much. I thouglit that in the treaty 
of 1854 wo gave frc3 fisliing for 
frre fish, and a bimilar privilege in the 
treatv of 1871 ; and yet you object to it 
now/'. We took the liberty of calling 
Mr.Xauiier'a attention to the fact thiit 
in the treaty of 185-4 enormoua commer- 
cial advantages, to which Cantida at- 
tached the most vital importance, were 
given, in addition to free fiab, for the 
right to enter our waters. We pointr-d 
also to the fact that under the treaty of 
1872, negotiated by Sir John Macdonald, 
and adopted in the face of the moat 
strenuous opposition by the Liberals, we 
were not onlv given free fish, but were 
paid by ihe Unil^ d Stntes $5,500,000; for 
the use of our fisheriea. Wlien we liad 
done this Mr. Laurier looked perfectly 
amazed, and yet thete are the handa 
into whose care are committed the 
most vittil trade interssts of our peo- 
ple. Suppose tiie United States gov- 
ernment should open up the question ot 
reciprocal tf.ide between Canada and 
the Kepublic. Suppose they were t-> 
say, " We will lake the duties olF your 
fish in return for the privilege of baiug 
allowed to fish in Canadian waters," 
and '^i^r. Laurier, knowing how fear- 
fully he has jeopardized the best inter- 
ests' of thia coi'niry, withdraws hiaat-.itr- 
ment. The Unitod States government 
would be able to say : " Here is your 
own declaration and your own affirma- 
tion on the fii yr of the Houuo of Com- 
inoua that it is a coi rt'ct slattjtnent of 
what you propose, but now you want a 
groat ileal more." fio that if Mr. Lau- 
rier wished to paralyse his own efloiis, 
and render it impossible (or him to do 
aiiytliitig HI the interest of Canada lie 
could not have pursued a course more 
citlculatod to accompliah that objrst. 
(Clicers.) 

THE BPOUiS SYSTEM , 

It is just the same with everything 
else. When the governmenliof Sir Johu 
M icdonald, whom we all revered and 
still revere — (cheers) — were in power, 
one of the st AY of French ti.inslators 
gfoaaly )nauU;ui Mr. Chaploiiii, then a 
member of the cabinet, but now Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the province of 
QueliLC, and he was diamisscd from of- 
fice. Mr. Laurier (lenounc(!d that iiis- 
missal. He eaid the translators when 
not employtxl on tbu Hansard were as 
free as any other electors to express 
their politic.tl oi.inions, and, in addi- 
tion to denouncing the dlBmiasol, he 
placed himself on record by voting 
against it in the house. Well, the other 
day he bEcimea party to the diamiesal 
of one of the traualators who had been 
guilty of no other offence than of advo- 
cating in the meat respectful manner 
theopiniona ho honestly held, and in 
the dismissal Mr. Laurier aakcd his 
party to support bina. When confronted 
with his previous record, Mr. Laurier 
made the e.vcuae : " It is quite true that 
was my policy in Opposition, but the 
Houae of Commons voted it down, and I 
have now adopted the Conservative pol- 
icy which was eoncurted in on that oc- 
casion." (Laughter.) Then I caid: 
" Aa the Houae of Commons has voted 
down for eighteen years your views on 
the fiscal policy and supported the 
maintenance of the National I'olicy, and 
as that policy haa been ratified again 
and again by the electorate, will you ad- 
mit you are bound by it, and reverse 
the declaratioris -srfalch you made when 
in Opposition?" - * 

I need not say that upon tliat point Mr. 
Laurier found himself in rather an awk- 
ward position. (Lttughter.) Mr. Llair, 
the minister of railways ami Canals, wi's 
alile to produce a letter, signed Lyliiir- 
self, which he raad, when lie knew that 
having already spoken I could not again 
opan my mouth on the subject, and 
when, after the debate was over, I could 
not refer to it without violating the tulcs 
of the house. From thia letter it ap- 
peared that during the long period in 



which I was minister of railways and 
canals one case had been found where I 
hati dismissed a young man from the gov- 
ernment railway service in consequence 
— as stated in a communication to the 
father — of the open and conspicuous 
part he liad taken in opposition to the 
Liberal-Conservative party. All I can 
say is, I adhere to every word contained 
in that letter, aa the true and sound pol- 
icy. The dismissal of that j'oung man 
arose, not from hia voting, not from the 
political opinions which he held, but 
irom his actively engaging in a struggle 
to kc3p Conservatives from getting on 
tbe platform at a public meeting, and I 
think tliat may fairly be held to be such 
open and oQensLve partiaanahip as to 
wat i-ant diamiasal at the hands of any 
party, and at any time. But the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons were 
never more shocked by the statement of 
any public man thpnby Mr. Blair's open 
avowal that ho intended to make a broad 
distinction between liiglicr officers and 
lovverodicsrs. (tlnar, hear.) His state- 
uientainounted to this : thatif a member 
sujiporting the government, or a defeated 
candidate, wished to take the place of a 
poor man, dependent upon his occupa- 
tion for the support of his family and 
hia daily bread, who did liis work well, 
but might have given some expression 
of his political views, all that member 
or defeated candidate lu\d to do was to 
send in a complaint to the minister, and 
the desired change would be made. 
Mr. Blaia declared t|iat he had no 
tima to investigate such cases, and 
must depend upon others for his 
information. Here you have an 
open avowal on the part of the minister 
that ho is ready to strike down any man, 
however faithful a public servant ho 
may be, however humble hia position, 
without investigation, but simply at the 
dictum of a deie.itcd candidate. I be- 
lieve the great labor interests of Canada 
will take that matter up, and that they 
will condemn a policy so utterly at 
variance witheveiy principle of honesty, 
fair play and justice. (Cheers.)

Insurgents Helped From a Spanish

II,\v.\N.\, Nov. 3. — The report that 
Antonio Macro crossed the military line 
after attacking Aitimesa and was re 
pulsed ■with great loss, acrording to the 
oflicial account, is again denied, and it is 
atated that the inaurgenta upon this 
occaaion acted without unison, disobeyed 
orders, made no attack upon the forts 
and were unable to capture the Spanish 
entrenchments. Still, according to the 
ollicial version of the afl'iiir. Macro, the 
da}' after bombarding Artimesa, in con- 
versation with the manager of the firm 
of Mangas at Pinar del Hio, renort- J the 
oaa sustained and admitted tuatit was 
ISO easy matter to cross the military line. 
1 lie Spanish forces are slowly occupying 
the positions which Macro may have 
"u< 3nded to use, and lie is said to be 
resting in order to c.ire for his wounded. 

There are two versions of the whero- 
aljuta of Maeeo. One of them has it 
that Maeco and Eubio are in tbe 
mountains on the limits of Oabanas and 
Cayajaboa, which csnstituta a part of 
the Sieira del Rosario, and another re- 
ort has it ihat he is in the lange of 
mountains of the Sierra south of San 
Cristobal. It is difTicidt to aecur.itely 
at 3 him. The Spanish trtops are 
continuing tlieir advance westward to- 
wards the insurgent strongholds without 
ceivin;^ any assia^ince from the troops 
Btationi.'.l along the miliLary line, whieh 
is being still further strengthened. 

Kiev \Vi;sT, Nov. 3. — Col. Guspierre, 
formerly of the French army, and Col. 
(Jrtr-ga, "formerly of tbe Venezuelan army 
with Lieutenisnts Terras and Carlos Gar- 
cia arrived here this morning from Nas- 
hua. These men say they captured a 
Spanish vessel off the coast of Cuba and 
conveyed the crow and provisions to the 
nsurgents, after which they embarked 
on board the captured vesual and arriv- 
ed at Nashua wnere they were det-tined 
thrra days in quarantine. They also re- 
port having been prer:ent ot the action 
of Gascorraa, and state that Maximo 
Gomez and other insurgent loader,-! liavc 
sutlicient arms atid ammunition tj carry 
on the winter campaign. In conclusion 
they say that the island from Matanzaa 
up IS called "Cuba Libre." The men 
are members of a special i.ommittee from 
Puerto Printape. 

LAUaiBB'S POBMISES. 

St. Lawrence Canals to Be Deepened— Favor- 
able Report- oa-.We*tKootenayi '• 

Ottaw.\, Nov. 3. — Measra. McOonnell 
and McGreevy, who spent the summer 
in West Kootenay for the geographical 
survey, have returned and speak very 
favorably of min'ng picgrcsa. They 
will prepare a sheet which will he valu- 
able us the country develops. 

Mr. Fraser, who conducted the oil bor- 
ings near Edmonton for thogovernment, 
has made a report to the director of the 
survey. He does not despair of getting 
oll.at Athabaaka landing, but caunot get 
d6ep endiigb, and will do nothing more 
until a new location . is Btruclc next 
spring.

Salmon River Claims— Monte 
■ Cristo in Solid Ore.

In the Snowdrop a tunnel lias l)een 
started on the ledge that ehowa a lull 
face of quartz from which assays ranging 
from ifG to $12 have been obtained, 

No. 1 ehaft in the CalifornLa baa six 
inches of clean ore, and tbero is more 
or less ore through the entile bottom. 
No. 2 shaft on the new nortb and aouth 
vein has some ore, and every thing points 
to the near approach to a solid body. In 
the lower tunnel there are two feet ot 
Ijoautitnl quartz all heavily mineralized. 
The face is iinprovinj? every day. 

Tliere is no loniier any room to doubt 
that tho Jumbo is a Kreat mine. A solid 
l)ody of i>ay oru lias been developed 10 or 
:12 feet wide, and at least 125 £eot long 
and over UVJ feet hi<rh. 

A new ledge from eif^ht to ten feet 
wide has been found on the south end of 
the Red Mountain. The discovery was 
made through float found in the drift in 
which an excavation was being made for 
the new compressor plant. This excava 
tion is within a thousand feet of the War 
Eagle Dortb side line and very close to 
the Mngwump ground. 

A strike is reported in the Ivanhoe 
shaft, which is down about 35 feet, and 
a crosscut tunnel has been driven in 100 
feet to cut the ledge and connect with 
the shaft. Early this week IS inches ot 
ore were opened up in the bottom of the 
shaft.

An 
agsay showed $10 in gold, Tlio ledge is 
five feet wide and tlie walls well defined. 

After bein<,' put down iV2 feet Xo, 
shaft in the PtinMiix has two feet of clean 
shipping ore in the bottoni, and a drift 
lias been started to the west into the 
hill on the vein, which now showa and 
has shown from the start two feet of ab' 
Bolutely clean fine-grained pyrrkotite 
This ore carries very little copper, but 
averaces over $30 per ton in gold. 

The Caledonia company ^Hs resumed 
work on its veiy promising property. 
Superintendent Scrafibrd of the Even 
ing Star has been retained to direct the 
work. A shaft house is being erected 
over the old shaft and as soon as it is 
completed and the shaft bailed out the 
work of sinking will be resumed. The 
Caledonia company's ground lies in the 
angle between tha Evening Stnrand Sil- 
verine on tho west and the Georgia and 
North Star on the south and east. It 
shows at least one good vein from which 
high asa.ays have been obtained, 

Some very line looking ore has been 
brought into town from tiie Double 
Standard and Great Republic, on the 
Northport wagon road, near Clark's 
camp. Uoth claims are on the Colville 
Indian reservation. Tbo Double Stand 
ard adjoins the international boundary 
line on the south and the Great Kepablic 
is next to it. 

The Mayflower No. 2, on Deer Park 
mountain, between the Goldhunter 
group on the southeast and the VVhite 
15ear and St. Paul on the northwest, Ima 
been purchased by John Coates, presi- 
dent of the Ottawa (jas Company , for 
$0,000 cash. The claim is considered a 
very promising one and is undoubtedly 
traversed by several strong veins. 

There is a great showing of ore on the 
Mascot. At a depth of 20 feet the ore 
body has widened to fully live feet of 
very clean, fine looking ore, Superin- 
tendent Williams has also started work 
in the old "Eldorado tunnel which was in 
about 70 feet. He has driven it about 
'26 feet further and Tuesday evening had 
a full face of ore, a maenificentsbowing. 

The fiutte shaft is down forty feet. 
The quartz strata has widened to two 
feet and is still swelling. Much of the 
material is sufficiently well mineral ):<eil 
with copper and iron pyrites to bo calleil 
ore, and good looking ore at that. The 
hanging wall is well defined. 

The new five-drill compressor fur tlio 
Commander has arrived and is beini: put 
in place. It is froni the CanadiiUi liaiul 
Drill Compan_v. Tlie bottom of the shaft 
is again in mixed copper ore, altlioiigli 
no attempt has been made to follow the 
ore in sinking. The ore ig ])erhapa the 
finest ore ever taken from the mine, and 
a solid boily is expected at any time. 

The strike on the Ivanhoo is very im- 
portant, since it has a bearing on all the 
iiistrict on Sophie mountain. The strike 
shows that there is ore on Sophie moun- 
t dn and it carries at least a fair value in 
gdd. 

A very prett}^ ledge of quartz has just 
b^en opened on the Norway, a claiiu 
lying on the east base of U.IC. mountain, 
a few thousand feet south of the O.K. 
juine. One assay nliowed ^'i in gold. 
Tins is very encouraging. It ia a free 
milling (luartz, roaerulding closely tlie 
O.K. ore, with the exce|)Lion that no 
galena or copper pyrites can yet, be ob- 
served. 

On Saturday the Old Hundred and 
Wednesday mineral claims were pur- 
chased from the original owners by Red- 
din & Jackson and F, J. Walker for 
$7,000, practically cash. The property 
GODSists of twenty-nine acres lyins be- 
tween tho Nest Egg, Sunset and Tues- 
day nuiieral claims. It is on Deer Park 
monutiiin, aljuut half a mile from the 
business centre of kossland. The claim 
is very j)romising. MoHt of tho work 
done ia on the Old Hundred, which has 
a nice showing of good ore in a pros- 
pecting shaft. Both veins on the Nest 
I'lgg undoubtedly run through theground 
which also catclnis some other leads on 
which but little work has been done as 
yet, from the Ooldhunter group. 

J»r. Campbell and E. Bouclio have an 
interest in four claims on Salmon river, 
midway between Wnneta and Neison, 
from which some very rich ore has been 
taken. The particular claim from whicb 
the ore comes is the Tamarack. An 
opening only six feet deep shows a good 
Inuly of ore from which assays running 
up to and if 110 in gold have been 
made. 

\York has now been begun nii the St. 
Paul uniler the management of Jloynn- 
luui & Campbell. The sliaft ia already 
down 20 feet, and some very good look- 
ing (|uartz carrying very pretty copper 
pyrites luisbeen found. The indieations 
arc very favorable for tholinclingof a 
solid ore lir'-'y in a short time. 

The San F. ancisco is the scene of the 



latest strike. E. D. Martin, one of the 

principal owners, decided to endeavor to 
trace the ledge opened in'a'.abaft on the 
Mariposa, just beyond the San Fran- 
cisco's west line. Tho miners were 
directed to proceed stripping the vein up 
the hill to the west. This the/ did ex- 
posing the capping of a vein 12 to 15 feet 
in width for li distance of 100 feet. 

Both tunnels of the Monte Cristo are 
in solid ore, the force of miners has been 
increased, and it ia believed they have 
almost reached shii)ping ore. 

A company which has been working 
along quietly but ellectively in the East- 
ern Star Gold Mining company. It 
owns tho Falu, a claim situated between 
Rock nud Murphv creeks, and about a 
mile northeast' of the Highland. At a 
depth of only seven feet they went 
through a fine ore body showing iron 
and quartz, 

A strike of very rich ore has been 
made in the Mayflower. The tunnel on 
the south vein was down 64 feet last 
Wednesdav and for aeveial days before 
there bad beeti 12 inches of ore in the 
bottom which ran about 170 ounces in 
silver and %Vd in gold, giving a total 
value of about $111 per ton.

The statistical summary of vessels to- 
tally lost, condemned, etc., now i)ub- 
lishcd by Idoyds' Register, says the 
London Times, shows that during 1895 
the gross reduction in the effective mer- 
cantile marine of the world amounted to 
1,237 vessels of 800,278 tons, excluding 
all vessels of less than 100 tons. Of this 
total, oIO vessels ot 372, -tG;) tons were 
steamers, and 927 of 433,815 tons were 
sailing vessels. These figures exceed 
the average of the preceding four years 
by 02 Bteamera of 81,510 tons, and by 56 
Bailing vessels of 43,910 tons. As re- 
gards steamers owned in tho United 
Kingdom, the return is also above the 
iverage, while as regards sailing vessels 
it is somewhat below. The iucr' rtse 
tho case of tho "•'iier is 
due, not to actual wrecks, but to he 
large tonnage broken up, L./.idemned 
etc. iVpart from such cases the United 
Kingdom steam tonnage lost during ISilo 
is only equal to uie value of the last four 
years, notwithstanding that since 18U1 
the tunuHge owned has increased by 1,- 
500,000 tons. The summary exhibits in- 
teresting data as to the relative fre- 
quency of tho dilferent kinds of casual- 
lies, which conclude tho existence of 
vessels. Straiidiuga and kindred casual- 
ties which are I'omprised under the term 
wrecked," are much tho most jjroliliu 
uiso of disaster. To such caaualtie.s 
are attributalile about 40 per cent, of 
the los.ses of both steamers and 
sailing vessels. The next most fre- 
(luent termination of a vessel's 
career is by condemnation, dismant- 
ling, etc. ; "20 per cent, of the vessels re- 
moved from the merchant fleets of the 
world are accounted for in this manner. 
Of the remaining causes of loss, collision 
ia the most general for steamers (Hi per 
cent.), and abandonment at Pt'.ii, for sail- 
ing vessels (15 per cent.) Casoa of 
abandoned, foundered and missing ves- 
sels may, j)erhapH, he regarded as fre- 
quently more or less similar in the cir- 
cumstances of loss. If these be taken 
collectively , they coiiii)rehend LS jier cent . 
of the losses ui sleamerp, and nearly 
30 per cent, of the losses of sailing ve'?- 
sels. Tho jiercontages here given are 
based on the present return alone, but 
the order of frequency of tho several 
classes of casuality appears to bi? nor- 
mal. The return has been compiled in 
such a manner as to enable a compari- 
son to be made between the percentage 
of loss suffered by each of tho principal 
merchant navies of the world. Great as 
the annual loss of vessels belonging to 
the United Kingdom appears to be, it is 
seen to form a very moderate iiercentage 
of the mercantile marine of the country, 
and to compare favorably with the 
losses sustained by other leading mari- 
time countries. The merchant navies 
which exceed a total of 1,000.000 tons 
are those of the l.'^nitetl Kingdom, 
tho British colonies, tho United States 
of .Vmerica, France, Germany and Nor- 
way. Of these countries, the United 
Kingdom shows the smallest percentage 
of loss, namely, 3 per cent, of the ves- 
sels, and 2.4 per cent, ot the tonnage 
owned; the Lritish colonies follow, with 
3.4 per cent, of vessels and 3.7 jier cent, 
of tonnage. As regards steamers, the 
percentage of loss for the six countries is 
2.5, while the percentage for the United 
Kingdom stands fit 2.2;f, For sailing 
vessels the six countries give a percent- 
ige of (1,3 as comnared with 1.5 per cent, 
for the I'nited ICingdom.

C. Sorbv'a harbor improvement scheme, 
for which he aa^ed the eiidoraa- 
tion of the board. As it was 
thought desirable to have the 
scheme explained before an opinion was 
expressed upon it, a resolution was 
jiassed asking Mr. Sorby to attend a 
special meeting of the council on Friday 
evening at 8 o'clock. 

A n informal talk ensued on the ques- 
tions that aliould be laid before Hon. 
Mr. Tarte, minister of public work8,and 
Hon. Mr. Daviea, minister of marineand 
lianeries, wlien they visit Victoria, and 
the aecreiary was instructed to draft a 
report. It will contain references to the 
desirabilitv of having the Quadra kept 
in commission all the vear aa a preven- 
tive vessel, and the addition of a smaller 
boat for lighthouse tending. Under the 
head of aids to navigation the following 
will bo urged as of pressing necessilv :

The Times special correaponilent Eoncla 
the following interestint: dispatch from 
tlie Soiulan expedition, dated Hafir, Sep- 
tember 21: 

HAFm/Sept. 21. — Some time back the 
Sirdar said that the Egyptian army 
would celebrate the longest reign of any 
British Sovereign by entering the town 
of Dongola on September 23 ; and tlioie 
can bo little doubt now that tbia predic- 
tion will bo fullilled. Since \Yritiiif^ iny 
last letter at Fereig our advance lias been 
rapid. On the I7th our whole force, with 
the exception of the 5th Battalion, which 
was left toguaril the lino of coiuuuinica- 
tion, marched to Bargi, a distance of ten 
miles. On this and the subsequent 
marclicB the cavalry and liorse artillery 
covered the front, while the camel coriJS 
inarched in column o i our left flank. 
'X'he four brigades marched in as extend- 
ed a formation ns tiie nature of the 
ground allowed, in columns of double 
companiea whenever that was iiossibie. 
Our force was now as mobile us so largo 
a body of men could possibly be; the 
organization was admirnble; all heavy 
baggage had been left behind, and none 
but hospital tents wore carried. Since 
we leftFereigourcavalry were constantly 
in touch with the dervishes, of whom 
about two huudrod liorpcmeu hoveieil 
around u? and kept Wad el ISishaia 
well informed aa to our movements. The 
maich to Bargi took us tlirougli a pretty 
country, and 1 began to realize that the 
accounts I had lieard of the great fer- 
tility of the DoDgola jjrovince had not 
been exaggerated. We travorsi'il a green 
• land of palms and bush ami lush pas- 
ture, and round each village were fields 
of cotton, beans and ripening maize. The 
inhabitants stood in crowds outside each 
village, ragged and miserable looking 
creatures, who welcomed the troops with 
shrill cries of delight. During our march 
to Bargi we saw nothing of the gun boats, 
as they steamed up the western channel 
on'the further side' of the island of Ar- 
duan, which is three miles broad. 

A HARD MAUCn. 

We bivouacked on the river bank and 
resumed our march at dawn on the 18th. 
, We heard from the villagers that nearly 
the whole Dongola force, amounting to 
4,000 men, under Wad el Bishara him- 
self and about 50 emirs, was awaiting us 
at Kerman, so we looked forward to a 
warm engagement on the morrow. From 
Bargi we marched across the desert for 
ten miles, avoiding a deep hend of the 
Nile. On reaching the river bank again 
we found the steamers awaiting us. 
Here the men of the .Staffordsliire regi- 
ment disembai ked. We halted till tliree 
in the afternoon and then marched 
to our bivouac eight miles oil", 
on the river bank, opposite tlie island oi 
Tunbus. This day was the hottest and 
most oppressive we liave had for a long 
time; the route for the most pan lay 
across soft sand, but tlie men of the 
Staifordshire liegiment displayed excel- 
lent marching qualities, and their pace 
Avaa remarkably fast. The men have re- 
cently been engaged in repairing the 
railway line, and their bard work with 
pick and shovel has put them in good 
trainine; they look and are aa flt as 
men can l)e. At Tunbus, unfortunately, 
one of our gunboats, the El Teb, ground- 
ed on a shoal, aud I believe she has ntt 
yet been got ofl". 

On .Saturday, the lOth, we marched at 
•1 a.m. We passed through Abu h'atma, 
now in ruiua, at dawn, and were then 
but four miles from Kcriiian. Our hopes 
of a brush with the enemy were now 
shattered by the information we here 
received from the inhabitants. Wad el 
Bishara, we were told, had transported 
his entire force, guns and supplies, 
across the river in the n'ght, and now 
occupied Hafir on the west bank. At 
o'clock we passed the fort which Wad el 
Bishara recently constructed at Kerman, 
, a large square enclosure with stout nunl 
' walls looplioled, a place which, if well 
defended by his ridemeii, would have 
cost us many men. I now rode up to a 
sandy hill on the river bank where our 
artillery was taking up its jiosition and 
saw the lirst shot lired by one of onr 
ivrupp guns at 0:30. it was certainly a 
unique engagement. Our force of

on the sands under the burning f^nn, onr 
artillery alone coming into action, and 
■we watched a spirited encounter between 
our gunboats and the very determined 
enemy on the further bank. At this 
point the Nile is between L'.OOO and 
;-J,000 varils wide. In front of ns were 
eeveral largo Hat green islanilH, witii 
villages, cultivated fields and pastures, 
on wuich were gra/.ing nuinbers of cattle 
and goats. The low further bank of the 
Kile is lined with palm trees, and here, 
close to the village of Uafir, extended the 
enemy's defensive works. Wad el Bishara 
lias throughout showed good generalship, 
and more especially did he do bo 
in his selection of this position and in 
his mcthud of foi tifying it, which would 
liavo done credit toa Kuropean engineer. 
A continn )ns line of slieller trenciies ran 
along the river bank, with looplioled 
mud walla so low that they allbrded but 
a small mark to our gunners. IJoth to 
the north and south of this jiosition 
were deep morasses, across whicli our 
men couhl have progressed but very 
slowly, had we landed a force and at- 
tempted to storiir the entrenchments. 
Biahara had with him live small brass 
guns captured at Khartoum. They 
were served by eight Kgyptian 
gunners, two of whom had formed 
part of Hicks Pasha's ill-fated 
force; the other six, one of whom 
had been a captain in the Kgyptian 
army, wore with ( lordoii at the fall of 
Khartoum. Their lives were spared hy 
the dervishes, and they have been com- 
pelled for all these years to servo in the 
Mahdist army. They contrived to con- 
ceal themsslves when Jiishara evacuated 
Uafir, and came over to us on Sunday 
niorninir, greatly rejoiced at having re- 
gained "their liberty. They stattd that 
they would liave been put to 
death had they refused to lire on 
us, but that they were careful 
to take very bad aim ; however that 
may be, they made very good practice 



on our cunboats. The dervishes also 
had two Nordenfeldt guns at Uafir, and 
they probably jammed, as they were 
only in action for a short time. On the 
lef t'of the ilervish earthworks lay moored 
to the bank the small gunboat which 
Gordon had Iniilt during the siege of 
Khartonn, and about 25 large sailing 
vessels, some of wiiich appeared to be of 
40 tons burden. These we knew were 
laden with the whole of the grain that 
had been brought down from Dongola 
for the supply of Biahara's forBo. 

THE ENGAGEMIJ.VT, 

as I have stJid, opened at 0:30. For an 
hour our guns shelled the dervish posi- 
tion with apparently very^ little effect. 
Their live guns replied, butall their shot 
fell short. The riflemen opened fire up- 
on us from their shelter trenches with 
Uemingtons and Martini-Henrys, but at 
this long range few of their bullets 
reached us, and we had no casualties. 
But at 7 o'clock Commander Golville 
came ni) with his little fleet of three 
gunboats; the Tamai was his flagship, 
while r^ieut. lieatty, K.N., and Capt. 
Oldlield, Royal Marino Artillery, 
commaiuled the Abu Klea and tno 
Metemiiieh resjiectively, and now a 
really exciting engagement commenced. 
Commander Colville's orders were 
that he should bombard the enemy's 
works, cut out their sailing boats if pos- 
sible, and then Rteam up the river to 
Uongola, thirty miles distant. The gun- 
boats followed the main channel of the 
river, under the western bank. Look- 
ifig across the intervaning islands, we 
saw each ship in turn steam nj) till she 
was abreast of the enemy's forts and 
rillo pits, deliver a well-directed lire at, 
a distance of about 400 yards from her 
Krupps, Nordenfelts and Maxims, ami 
then ilro]) down stream again till prac- 
tically out of range. These manu'uvres 
were employed throughout the engage- 
ment, and well it was so, for every ves- 
sel would have

hail they remained long exposed to the 
heavy lire with which the dervishes re- 
plied. 1 saw the rifle bullets plashing 
into the water round each vessel as she 
came wUhin range, wdiilo the live der- 
vish guns made excellent practice, and 
it was obvious to us that some of their 
shell attained their mark. While the 
gunboits were thus employed our shore 
batteries co-operated by pouring their 
heavy fire on the dervish position, 
but wo did not succeed in silencing 
the enemy's fire. The defenders stuck 
to their guns with a splendid 
bravery, and their hot fire, as we after- 
wards ascertained, inflicted considerable 
damage on our uunboats. The bullets 
jiatteretl against their sides and pierced 
all the deck cabins and other woodwork. 
One shell struck the Abu Klea between 
winti and water and entered her maga- 
zine; happily the shell was faulty and 
did not burst, so the dervinhea were not 
gratified by beholdiut; the blowing np of 
one of nnr vessels, Three bIioIIh also 
struck the Metemmeli, one passing 
through her smoke-stack, one through 
her cabin, and one through thegun shield 
at tier bow. The casualties were numer- 
ous. Early in the day Commander Gol- 
ville was shot through the wrist, but he 
continued to command his vessel; Ar- 
morer-Sergeant Richardson was killed, 
and 12 other men were wounded; many 
had very narrow escapos ; a bullet, for 
example, passed through Lieutenant 
Beatty's helmet and another grazed his 
leg. The enemy's losses musthave been 
heavy, and we saw a large boily of der- 
vish cavalry and camel corps retire for 
some distance into the desert, evidently 
with the object of getting out of range. 
They were sbelled by our shore bat- 
teries and lost some men before they 
got away. 

A DETEKJirXED ENEMY. 

For three hours our gunboats were 
thus engaged, but they failed, accurate 
though their lire was, to silence our de- 
termined enemy. Then, at u,ui., 
Colonel I'arsoiis was ordered to take two 
field batteries, one horse battery and the 
Maxim battery, with an escort of two 
companies of the Tenth Sudanese battal- 
ion, to the furtlu^r side of the largeisland 
of Artaghasi, were thev would only have 
the main (dianiiel, 1,200 yards broad, be- 
tween them and the enemy. The Nile, 
having already subsided considerably, 
has left bare a somewhat swampy 
isthmus between the main shore and the 
island, across which the guns were car- 
ried wiiliont any difficulty. The guns 
took up their position on the western- 
most point of the island, directly o|)po- 
site the dervish defence. On riding over 
to this point I found our gunners busily 
engaged with [the enemy, .\tthis com- 
paratively short range tJie lire was very 
effective. I saw several shells plug their 
fort, and the mud walls which sheltered 
the riilemen were knocked about a good 
deal; Init still we weiu unable to 
silence the tire of the enemy, for whose 
extraordinary pluck we could not but 
entertain the higliestadniiration. Their 
riilemen opened a hot lire on us from 
their loopholes, but even at the range of 
1,200 yards nearly all their bullets pass- 
ed over onr heads; th^ dervishes have 
shortened all theij: rifle barrels by about 
a foot so as to diminish their weight, 
but have placed no foresights on them . 
with the result that they always fire 
high. Three of our men, however, were 
wounded on tlu; island, one of them 
subsequently died. 

THE enemy's losses. 

One of our shells struck the dervish 
steamer below the water line; 
she gradually heeled over until her 
deck faced us, then sank in 
shallow water, so that a portion of 
her side is still visible. At 10 o'clock 
our guns and Maxims on the island 
opened a still brisker fire on the enemy, 
and tlie men of the 10th •Sudanese (ired 
oircasional volleys. 1 saw three shells in 
succession strike the en(!iny's redoubts, 
which most jirobably disinounted the 
gun.'^, for their (Ire was silenced for the 
time. It was immediately after this 
that the three gunlioata steamed in line 
past the enemy's works, delivered their 
final shots under a heavy musketry 
fire from the dervish entrench- 
ments, and proceeded triumphantly 
up the river to reach Dongola before 
sunset. After this the fire became in- 
termittent on both sides. Occasionally, 
parties of dervishes made attempts to 
reach their flotilla of boats, with the ob- 
ject of c irrying ofT their groin, but were 
driven ba-k by our Maxims. Tlirough- 
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out the night we opened fire at intervals 
on the river bank in the neiirhborhood 
of the boats, and succeeded in keei)ing 
the dervishes ofl', so the whole of their 
large supply of grain fell into our hands 
on the following day. In the evening 
some Berberis swam across the river, 
and from them we learne<l that the ene- 
my's losses had been heavy, that Wad 
el Bishara had been severely wounded in 
the head and shoulder by a shell, and 
that Osmen Azrak had also received a 
dangerous wound. 

ri.rOUT OF THE nEHVISIIES. 

Early on Sunday morning I saw men 
shaking out the large lateen sails of the 
dervish boats, and soon the whole flo- 
tilla got under way and sailed across to 
our side of the river. At the same time 
hundreds of iieople came out of tlio vil- 
lage oi llallr and lined the Nile bank, 
waving cloths aa if to welcome us. It 
was evident that the dervishes had 
evacuated the place. I ascertained from 
the intelligence department that Bish- 
ara, misled by some of our spies, who 
bad caused him to believo that it was 
our intention to (;ontinue our inarch 
along the east bank, had crossed the 
river with all his men, unimals, stores 
and ammunition at I! in the morning, 
and was now marching on Dongola to 
ojipose our passage of the river at that 
jjlace. 

The dervish general must have been 
quite unprepared for our next move. 
The enemy being now well on their way 
to Dongola by a desert route whicli 
avoids the Nile, the Sirtiar gave orders 
that our entire force should cross the 
river to Halir with the utmost despatch. 
We had long wondered at what point we 
should effect our passage of theNile, and 
had expected to meet with opposition 
and to lose many men ; but the success- 
ful ruse by which Bishara was outwitted 
enabled us to accomplish this difficult 
task without firing a shot. Through- 
out the day and for a great part 
of the night our gunboats and 
the (captured dervish Vessels sailed 
backwards and fowards from bank to 
bank, trans))orting across the broad, 
rushing stream our men, animals, sup- 
plies and baggage. The organization 
was so perfect that this large force was 
embarkcil and disembarked without any 
confusion. It was, indeed , a most cred- 
itable performance ; but the sirdar, is, 
undoubtedly, an admirable organizer, 
and with him as leader the Egyptian 
army is, for its size, the most mobile in 
the world. 

I crossed early in the day, and found 
the villagers ostensibly pliicking from 
their clothes the darK square patches 
that maik the followers of the Mahdi. 
The women were more enthuBtastic than 
the men ; they uttered their shrill lu- 
luing, seized our hands, and would have 
embraced us had not their unloveliness 
led us to keep them somewhat aloof. I 
saw 1 the jio'or Egyptian gunners who 
have for the last twelve years been the 
cruelly treated slaves of the 
Khalifa. Their joy at their re- 
lease was most affecting to behold. At 
-1 p.m. the three gunboats returnetl, after 
having thrown a few shells into Donuola, 
which they found abandoned by the 
enemy. They had captured several boats 
laden with grain, and it issuiiposed that 
we now have in our possession the bulk 
of Bishara's grain supply. Of ammu- 
nition also be can have but little left. 
The Kababish camel men who were im- 
pressed to carry the dervish ammu- 
nition deserted after the evacua- 
tion of Hallr, and dropped all 
their loads in the desert. We have 
recovered most of this, some hun- 
dreds of cases of rille ammunition, 
and 72 boxes of Xordenfeldt am munition 
which had fallen into the -Mahdi's hands 
when Hicks Pasha's force was annihi- 
lated. This morning the remainder of 
our force crossed the river, and 1 hear 
that we will march this evening on Don- 
gola, which is 28 miles distant by land. 
The dervishes, we understand, are await- 
ing us there and intend to fight. ,

sliow the total receipts for October to 
have been $20,282,820 and the disburse- 
menta $33,978.277— a deficit of $7,065,- 
45S. 

The October statement of the public 
delit stiows the debt less, and cash in the 
treasury to have been .'fUST, 498, 9.50, an 
imuease for tbelmonth of .'fV 10,520, which 
is accounted for by a corresponding de- 
crease in the cash on hand.

SEIZED BY^THE RUSSIANS. 

To Tni! Editor: — Four years have now 
elapsed since the memorable seiisures by 
tb(! Kussian cruiser Zabiaka were made 
off the Copper islands ; yet to this day 
not a dollar of compensation has been 
received by those wlio then lost time, 
money an<l jiropcity. That the seizures 
were illegal, being made for no valid 
cause whatever, was afterwards evi- 
deiicinl by the course the Kussian gov- 
ernment took in volunteering compensa- 
tion to the lnij)erial Jiritisb government 
and recalling from service the com- 
mander of the cruiser im the alleged 
ground of insanity. The schooners 
Ariel and Willie IMacgowan, two as fine 
vessels as ever sailed from port, were 
detained by the Russians, their crews 
were sent home to Victoria after grossly 
improper treatment, and those who 
litted out the sealers and bore the at- 
tendant expense have since been allowed 
through Jlritish forbearance to sustain 
the loss occasioned by a gross outrage 
perpetrated ujion them, without any- 
thing in the shape of compensation or 
redress. Those who suffered have still 
to Fuller although the interest on the 
capital invested in the seized 
property is growing to an 
enormous amount. Indeetl the sum in- 
volved in the case of one vessel alone is 
now in the neighborhood of .tCO, 000. All 
concerned in the ownership of the ves- 
sel still live in the hopes of some day 
ijotting eomething in return for their 
loss but they feel aggrieved to think that 
they have been kept waiting bo long and 
to realize that other claims on the Im- 
perial government made subsequent to 
theirs will in all probability be settled 
first.

THE STEAMSHIP ."CANADA." 

Description of the New Dominion Liner, the 
Largest to Enter tbe St. 
Lawrence. 

The steamship Canada, the latest ad- 
dition to the Dominion line, launched 
from the yards of Harland & Wolif, Bel- 
fast, the builders of the famous Majes- 
tic, Teutonic, and other steaniera which 
have kept the record for the quickest 
ocean passages, recently made the 
(luickest paeeage ever made between 
me British Islands and Canada, and as 
good time on a maiden voyage as has 
heen mada by any of the New York 
steamers. 

The Canada is a twin screw ship pro 
pellcd by two enjjines of the latest de 
scription and has a carrying capiieity of 
9,U00 tons. In the provision for the 
comfort of passengers she is unexcelled 
and what has in the past been consid- 
ered luxaries are on the Can? la 
reckoned as beinp the necessaries. The 
saloon deck, which has a large and 
spacious promenade five hundrrd feet 
long is a perfect street providrd with 
comfortable extension chairs, while on 
the same deck are the ladies' room 
library and smoking room, whicli every 
experienced traveller will appreciate. 

The luajority of the staterooms are 
also in the same house as the salcon, 
and being exactly amidships the chances 
of sea sickness are rrducr d to a mini 
mum. The hauquetting hall, for so it 
may be described, is capable of seating 
over 200 prople and is spanned by a 
beautifully decorated dome which gives 
it both airiness and loftiness. The 
staterooms are most ingeniously fitt"d 
up with wardrobes, leakers. eV:., while 
the toilet arrangements are perfect ; and 
in the matter of ventilation the great3St 
improvements have been effected. 

Special attention has also hr.m given 
to the accommcdation for srcond cabin 
passengers, that saloon taing on the 
main d^ck, a pait of the ship which, on 
many of the first class liners is usually 
reserved for first class pasicrgers. The 
second cabin of the Canada is rqtial in 
every respect to the first cabin ships 
of ten or twelve years ago, whi'.e 
the dining hall has seating 
capacity for over one hundred. The 
second cabin is also providrd with 
ladies' rooms, library and smoking 
rooms, everything in the shape of lux- 
uries being providrd. In her arrange 
meiita for strarage pascengera she is uei 
provided, the rooms being closed in 
while there is very large deck accom 
modation for this class of travel. 

In freight capacity^ the Canada will 
be ,a great acquiaitioa to the Can 
aiian trade. Stie baa been specially 
fitted for the conveyance of de.-'d 
meat and perishable goods, and there 
iipcd b:; no liesitation in saying that by 
thus providing the facilities, the Do- 
minion line are opening the way to an 
iinmeiise and profitable trade, in which 
the people of the Northwest are more 
than interest' d. If the Canada realizes 
the expectations of her builders the 
passage between Qaebcc and the old 
country shgnld be made within the six 
days.

side. The banquet began at a very much 
earlier hour than do the feasts of West- 
erners and was all over bv 8 or 'J o'clock. 
Toasts and patriotic speeches were made 
after the fashion that the Jajjanese have 
nicked up from their contact with the 
Western world and a merry time was 
s pent. 

Anothere celebration was held later in 
the evening at the Japanese Ghristian 

I'.ndeavor Society's rooms, 126 Yatee 
street. The rooms were very prettily 
decorated ami the long programme ol 
songs and ))atrioti'; speeches, with the 
unveiling of the ]Cm|yjror's portrait, waf 
very interesting. Rev. Cloro Kaburagi, 
pastor of the .Japanese church, Van- 
c luver, was i)resent and rehearsed 
I'^ngliBli the history of the ancient em- 
nire with a dynasty reaching to (iOO yoars 
befcre Christ. Ci min ; down to mode n 
times he dwelt on the wouderful progress 
,Tapan had made in the last t^venty-live 
years. After a magic lantern show 
giving the most striking events in the 
late Japanese-Chinese war, refreshmeuts 
were served and tbe meeting broke up 
at 10 o'clock.

The Sum of Tweuty-Six Tliousaud 
Dollars Awarded iu the "Strath- 
nevis " Salvage Case. 

Owners, Caotain and Crew of the 
"Mineola" Also Suitably 
Becompensed. 

Judge C. H. Hanford, of Seattle, on 
Monday afternoon handed down a deci- 
sion in the famous salvage case of the 
Canadian-Australian Steam ship Co. vf 
the steamer Strathnevis ; and the Pacitio 
Improvement Co., owner of the Mineola, 
vs. the Strathnevis. in which he de 
creed to tbe owners of the Miowera and 
her crew $26,200, and to the owners of 
the Mineola and her' crew $20,500, 
making a total of $'t6,700. The facts of 
the case and the history of the rescue 
are fully and graphically told in the 
judgment, which is in part appended 

"These cases are full of interest te- 
causeof the important (luestinna present 
ci for consideration, aa well as for the 
story of hardships endured, heroic 
ellbits to save, and the final reecae of a 
valuable ship and cargo, and the lives of 
a large number of persans constituting 
her ship's company and passengers. 
That stoiy, briefly toid, is as loilows : 

" On October 20 the Bteamshi}i Stiath 
nevis left '1 acoma with flour and mi-jcel 
lan' ous merchandise, of the value of 
$.0.0,000, 120 passengers and a crew of 
thirty bound to Yokohama. She touch' ;1 
at Victoria and there tcok on other pas- 
sengers, making the total number ICj 
On tlie seventh day out from Victoria, in 
latitude 49 deg. 14 min. north and loniji 
tude 161 dcg. 27 min. west, and distont 
about 1,UCJ mi'es from Capo Flattery, in 
a heavy northwest gale, her propeller 
shaft broke betwen the stern j ost and 
Loss. It was a clean brr.ik, the proj -jl 
ler being complet'jly sever' d from thi 
vessel and lost in the sea, depiiving the 
vessel of all use ot her propelling ma- 
chinery and Icavicg her deatituto ot 
motive power, except the wind. The 
Strathnevis was built for a cargo ship, 
but had been fitt'd for the hcoom 
mc iation of p.isaengers, and was 
at the time referred to emnloye;! 
aa one of the vessels of the Noiih- 
ern Pacific steamship liue, from Tacoma 
to Hongkong, via Victoria and Yoko- 
hama. She carri'-d five small sails, 
which, with two others improvised after 
the accident, made a total spread of can 
vas of less than 1,CD3 yards. In lier elis 
ablcd condition, and with her inadequate 
facilities for sailing, she batth d witl 
tempestuous weather, making alow pro 
gresa toward the cnaat from whicli she 
nai last departed, for lifty-nine days, 
when, about 500 miles from Cape Flat- 
tery, she was met by the English steam- 
siiip Miowera, bound from Victoria via 
Honolulu and Fiji iaianda to Sj'dney, 
Australia. At this time the Strathnevis 
waa short of provisions of almost eveiy 
kind, except flour and salmon , which con- 
stiUitPd the bulk of her cargo; her of- 
(ii'ers nnd crew were worn and dej':;t;d| 
and she was flying signals of distress, 
signifying that sue was disabled anei 
want-d to bo taken in tow. As soon as 
the vessels came aufKciently near to- 
gether, she sent her first officer on board 
the Miowera, commissioned by her mas- 
tar to arrange with the maatar of the 
Miowera for tbe assistance required 
.After partaking of refreabmenta this 
officer gave a brief accoantof the experi- 
ences of the Stratbnevia, and obtained 
the consent of the Miowera'a captain to 
turn back and make the attempt to tow 
the Strathnevia to Victoria, which was 
the nearest port of safety under tbe 
Biltish Hag, and also obtain' ;1 a quan- 
tity of provisions and ship's stores, 
which were sent in boats to the Strath- 
nevis. At this time the weather and 
Bca were moderate, and the Miowera, 
with commendable promptness took 
the Strathnevis in tow and 
stalled for Victoria at 12:30 p.m. on De- 
cember 18, IStlo. Scon aftsr^vards the 
barometer began falling rapidly, the 
wind freshened, the sea became rough 
and the weather became thick, with a 
drizzling rain. The same state of 
weathed continued, and became even 
more tompeattioua until the vesBele 
finally separated. At twenty-five minutes 
past midnight on the morning of Decem- 
ber li), the tiiw line waa broken by the

heavy strain, and the irregular move- 
ments of the heavy vessel in tow, as she 
was rolled and plunged by tbe force of 
the stormy sea. It waa necessary to wait 
for daylight before any attempt could be 
made to again connect the two vessels, 
nnd it waa then found to bo extremely 
difHcult on account of the high wavea 
and squally weather; the whole.day was 
spent in inefifectual elToirtB. Lite 
in the afternoon a line waa picked 
up, but before a hawser could be 
drawn from one vessel to the other 
it was parted by the rolling and 
pitoliing of both vessels, and it became 
necessary to again wait for daylight of 
another day. The first part of the next 
day was spent in similar eflbrts, with 
like difiiculties and failure, and at l'J:."0 
p. m. the Miowera signalled to the 
Strathnevis 'will send a boat,' and a 
boat with a volunteer crew was accord- 
ingly sent, the officers and seamen con- 
stituting the volunteer ciew exposing 
themselves to great peril and being 
obliged to perform most exhausting la- 
bor. At la^at, on December 20, success 
attended their efTorta, and the vessels 
resumed their journey towarda Victoria, 
the Strathnevia being held in tow by 
two lines atiackled to tbe port and atir- 
boatd cables of the Miowera. There 
waa extraordinary vigilance and pru- 
dence on the part of the officers 
of the Miowera in running her 
engines, regulating her speed, 
st-jering her coursiis, keeping 
lookout, and watchin;^ the haw- 
sers, so as to succeed, if possible, in mak- 
ing port while the tow lines last'd. 
They reache d a point about forty miles 
distant from Capo Flattery, when on ac- 
count of the fierce westerly gale it lo- 
cauie t:o hazardous to coutiune running 
i'l the same direction as the wind, to- 
wards the coast, and it became necessary 
1 come around so aa to head towards the 
sea. At this time the gale was ex- 
tremely fierce and tbe sea was running 
high, cauB'ug the vessel to roll ana 
plunge with tremendous force. The 
weigntoftbe tow bore heavily, causing 
the stern ot the Miowera to bury iuto 
the sea to a depth of six frat. Some of 
her skylights were broken, tarpaulin 
covevinga weie strijiprd irom the iiatch- 
ways, and a great deal of damage rt'as 
done about the deck. Quantities of 
watjr forc! d its way through the various 
openings in the deck and the stoke 
hole. Hooding her cabins and engine 
rconi. The witnesses testify that tlie 
Strathnevia was rolling so that from the 
Miowera her colored lights appeared at 
times to be almost perpendicular one 
abave the other. Between 12 and 1 
o'clock on the morning of December 23, 
when distant about sixty-three miles 
from Cape Flattery, the tow lines were 
again broken, antl at 4 o'clock a.m. the 
vessels lost aightof each other. The Mi- 
oweia waited until daylight and then 
steamed in the dircstion in which it was 
supposed the Strathnevis drifted, if she 
had not foundered. Shecontiuurd to 
search for the Strathnevis until about l 
p.m., when her captain supposing that it 
would te unsafe to approach nearer to 
'and, and that he had at'-am- d a greator 
d'st I nee than the Strathnevis would have 
drifted, were she still afloat, again 
change d his eonrte and healed towarda 
the sea. At 4 o'clock p.m. he abandoned 
all hope of finding the Strathnevia or of 
f'lir.tr able to do anyth'ugfor her people, 
and although he was then not more than 
fifcy miles distant from a telegraph sta- 
tion juat inside the entrance to the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca, he steamrd 
away on hia course for Honolulu. The 
next day at noon ahe had logged 248 
miles, and a few minutes later her en 
glnea ttopp'-d, and according to the en 
gineer's k,{ an examination then made 
showed that one valve and several other 
small pieces of her machinery were 
broken. Kepairs were made, and at5:C0 
p.m. she started ahead at full speed and 
proceeded to Honolulu without any 
other impoitant c^currence. Accord- 
ing to toe captain's testimony he 
was apjirehenaive of trouble from 
her engines giving out at the time 
of ab Midoning search for the Strath 
nevis, and he dcemrj it necessary to 
runfnrout to sea for safety. It does 
not appear, however, thatany inspection 
of the machinery was made until after 
the engines atoppcd working, aa above 
noted. 

" The Strathnevia waa driven before 
the gale until she came within seven 
miles of Deatruction ialand, where she 
dropped anchor in thirty-five fathoms of 
water. Not only the anchor, but all the 
cable to which it was attached, went 
overboard and waa lost; a second anchor 
waa then cast, and it held her until she 
waa taken in tow, anil finally rescued by 
the Bteaniahip Mineola. On the morn- 
ing of Di'cemher 24 the Mineola found 
the Strathnevis at anchor on. the lee 
shore of Destruction ialand, flying a 
signal of distress. The storm had at 
tlmt time moderated so that but little 
delay was experienced in sending a tow 
liiie from theMineolato the Strathnevis, 
and the Mineola being better supplied 
than the Miowera with facilitiea for 
handling a heavy tow, she waa able to, 
and d'd Dring the Strathnevia safely into 
the harbor of Port Townaend. After 
leaving Tacoma the machinery of the 
Mineola was founel to be not in perfect 
working order, and her ofiicers, in un 
dert iking the heavy task of towing the 
Strathnevis, were conscious of the risk 
ot running iuto fatal danger if her 
machinery should break down. From 
about 8 p.m. and during the remainder 
of the night of December 24 very severe 
weather orevailed off Cape Flattery and 
Deatruction ialand. The vessels rounded 
Cape Flattery about 11 :B0 a.m., on the 
25th. In the Straits the wind and sea con- 
tinued to increase, and the weather be- 
came thick with continuous rain, so that 
it waa difficult for the master of tbe 
Mineola to determine or keep his posi- 
tion. It was the intention to take tbe 
Stratbnevia to Bo^^nl Roads, and as she 
then had on board but one anchor cable, 
which waa in use to lengthen the tow 
line, n atop waa made for the purpose of 
unshackling the cable from the hawser 
so aa to get in readiness for anchoring. 
When ttie chain had been unshackled 
anel the hawser of the Jlineola made fast 
to the Strathnevis the increasing wind 
and sea caused the master of the Mine- 
ola, with the consent of the master of 
the Strathnevia, to abandon the purpose 
of going to Royal Roads aud to run 
for Tort Towneend instead, which, 
from the position in which the vessels 
were, could be reached with less danger. 
In order toaave her it waa necessary for 
the Mineola to run close under the lee of 
the S trathnevia and lower 'a'. .Tjoiat into 
the raging sea., The'boat aiicceeded'in 
reaching the Strathnevia, and the aecond 
officer of the Mfneola went on board the 
Strathnevis nnd a'siated in takincin the 
lawser and passing a line back to the 
Mineola by means of which the hawser 
was drawn on board nnd connection be- 
tween the two vesseiB re-eBtabliehcd, | 
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While this work was being done the 
Jlineola lay in a heavy sea, sometimes 
head to the sea and sometimea in the 
trough of the sea. After tbe hawser had 
been made fast to the Mineola she pro- 
ceeded with the Strathnevis in tow and 
succeeded in reaching Fort Townaend at 
about 9 o'clock in the evening of Decem- 
ber 25." 

After reviewing the service rendered 
by the Mineola and the risk involved, 
the judgment proceeds; 

" I find tbe value of the property saved 
to be, according to a preponderance of 
the evidence, as follows ; Value of the 
Strathnevis, .floO.OCO; value of her cargo, 
ifoS.CCO; value of freight and passen- 
ger money, $15,000. Total value, $220,- 
uOO. By the undiaputed eviderice it ia 
shown that the value of the Mineola, 
her cargo and freight, amounted to $210,- 
850. The time of the Mineola consumed 
by the deviation from her voyage waa 
four days, and the value thereof 
waa .$2, COO, and her hawser de- 
stroyed in the service waa worth $000. 

In view of all the facta and circum- 
stances, it is my conclusion that the fol- 
lowing sums, as a reward for the service 
rendered in saving the Strathnevis, are 
just ard rcaaonable: To the owner of 
the Mineola, $12,C00; Capt. Pillaburv, 
$1,8C0." (The court then allowa the 
first mate, other officers and men sums 
ranging from $003 to ^ICO each, the total 
of all amounting to ^20,500.) " In the 
distribution as aoove I have intended to 
rr;'rgnizo special merit in Seconel Officer 
Kirkwccd and Seamen Nelson, Olson, 
Fabricicous, Marden and White, anel 
Christian, the cabin boy." • • ■ • 

"Referring now to the case of the 
Miowera, I find from the pleadings and 
the evidence, that she found the Strath- 
nevis '1 a petiloua situation, far from 
land, pnd out of the track of inward 
bound steam vessels. With her def<:C' 
five sailing gear, the Strathnevia waa 
abl6 at best to make but slow progress 
towards any haven, and in m'd-wint3r, 
when storms were to be expected, she 
was in great danger of becomingentirely 
unmanageable and of being driven 
ashore or upon the rocks, when she ap- 
proached near the coast. The Miowera 
rendered meiltoilous service in towing 
her to the \ ieinity oPcomparative safety, 
wliero s'.'e was able to make soundings 
and find anchorage, and where she was 
'n the track of passing vessels, from 
which other assistance could beobtained. 
This ia expressly admitted in the 
answer. Although she did not complete 
her enterprise of salving the Strathnevis 
her efforts were successful, to the extent 
of bringing the Stratbnevia to the plac3 
where she was able to secure other help 
more speedily than ahe could otherwise, 
and in doing so expenaea wera incurred 
pnd damages sustained, the master of the 
Miowera and her officera and crew en- 
dur:d harilships and braved extraordi- 
nary perils and exposed their vessel to 
extraordinary hazard. Therefore, I say 
that they were contributors to the ulti- 
mate salvation of the Strathnevis. 

"The Miowera'a claim for salvage ia 
resisted on the groend that what she 
did was only an atttempt to save and 
she did not succeed in bringing the 
Stratbnevia to a place of safety, and the 
attempt was abandoned while the Strath 
nevia was still in a perilous situation 
It ia certainly true that aucceaa ia esseU' 
tial to a legal demand for salvage. But 
that is true only in this sense, that jjrop- 
erty must have been actually rescued 
from danger ; but there is no inflexible 
rule which bars trom participation in the 
distribution of an award, those who have 
toiled, incurred ex))enee, aufferetl losses 
and run risks, and thereby contributed 
towarda the success of a salvage service 
finally completetl by others. 'The cases 
are luiineroua in which admiralty courts 
in this country and in England have ap- 
portioned salvage among dillerent sots 
of salvors, jiroceeding upon the theory 
that all who have contributed towards 
the salving of property are entitled 
to share in the reward. (Here 
the court cites the case of Adams 
vs. Island Oity and several others 
in support of his theory, bringing out 
clearly the decisions touching on them.) 

'• I think the above cases show how 
the American courts regard cases of this 
character, where a vessel has been found 
at sea in a situation of peril, and lias 
been aided by one vessel, and her rescue 
baa been completed by her own eflbrts, 
01 by the aid of another, and the claim 
for salvage has been preferred by the one 
first to render assistance. The English 
courts aeem to look with equal or greater 
favor upon claims of this character. (The 
court then citea tbe famous Camellia 
case.) 

"From all the authoritiea cited upon 
the argument, I deduce these principles : 
First — To earn salvage success must 
crown tbe efforts of the salvors. But 
when a vessel has been actually rescued 
from a situation of peril, all who have 
contributed at any stage of the rescuing 
service, are entitled to a share of the re- 
ward. 

" Second — Voluntary abandonment of 
an attemi)t to resi;uo a vessel in peril 
works a forfeiture of the right to salvage. 
But when salvors are prevented by 
stress of weather, fog or darkness, or 
other circumstances beyond their con- 
trol, from rendering further assistance, 
and there has been no willful disregard 
of duty on their part, towards the im- 
perilled ship, there should be no for- 
feiture. 

, " Third — The amount of salvage to be 
awarded should be commensurate with 
the merit of the salvor's conduct ; and 
when salvage has been earned, and there 
has been no,.,Willftir, 'misconduct, or 
neglect, mere failure on the part of 
salvora to do all that might be done 
under the circumstances, an"ordB good 
ground for reducing the amount to bo 
awarded, but there is uo inflexible rule 
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making a total forfeiture the penalty, 
"Application of these princijjies lo 
thec.ise in hand, leads me to the conclu- 
sion that the Miowera, her master, ofli- 
cera and crew, by aiding the Strathnevis 
in answer to her aignala of distress, per- 
formed a salvage service entitling them 
to compensation. That they did not vol- 
untarily abandon the Stratlinevis, but 
by going on their course to Honolulu 
on December 23, without first going 
to the telegraph station at Ta- 
tooah an4 reporting the Strath- 
nevis, tbe master of tbe Miowera 
failed to perform an important duty, 
and that failure givea rise to the aerioua 
question in this case, whether or not 
tuere has not been a total forfeiture of 
the right to salvage. I do not accept the 
excuse given by Capt. Stott, which is 
that the machinery of the Miowera was 
in such a condition that it would have 
been imprudent to have made the run to 
the telegraph station. I think that idea 
is an afterthought, for no such reason is 
noted in the ship's log, nor ia it men- 
tioned in Capt. Stott'a letter giving, an 
account of his ex])erience with the 
Strathnevis, written before arrival 
at Honolulu, I have concluded,, 
however, out of regard for the 
many hours of brave and labor- 
ious effortB to save the Strathnevis^ 
and heavy expenaea nnd damages in- 
curred and Buffered by the Miowera, that 
total forfeiture ia a penalty heavier than 
the ollence deserves. I will therefore 
award as salvage about one-half the 
amount which in my judgment would' 
otherwise he reasonable. 

" Tlie Miov/era and her carco wore of 
greater value than the Mineola and she 
was in commission as a carrier of |)assen- 
gera as well as freight, and was also em- 
ployed aa a carrier of the mail between 
the points along her route. Her devia- 
tion consumed more time than waa lost 
by the Mineola, and she w.aa exposed to- 
greater hazard, and a considerably larger 
number of peisona are entitled to share- 
in the award, than the number compos- 
ing the crew of the Mineola. . In view of. 
all the cii-cnmstances I allow the follow- 
ing Buma: 

" To the owners of the Miowera, $18,- 
000; Capt. Stott, $500." (Then follow,, 
aa in the Slineola case, suma to the oth- 
er officers and crew, ranging from $50010. 
$50, the whole amounting to .$20,200.) i 
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
